LONDON, March 20—(BUP)—|

French Reds Hold

IN A SHORT impassioned

LUNENBURG, N.S. March 20 
(CP)—Fishermen of Nova Scotia's 
famed deep-sea fleet today got 
ready to go back to sea after vot- 
ing to end their 12-week-old walk- 
out.

Rentals in Canada are to be kept under con- 
trol and the ceiling on prices will remain. The 
House of Commons was almost unanimous when 
confronted with the question, and the Senators 
made something of a record by registering their 
approval the next day, Neither branch of parlia- 
ment, and no party group in either branch, took 
the responsibility of calling for the abandonment 
of controls. That is significant. It means that 
parliament is standing solidly against the demands 
that it sweep away the restraints and let inflation 
run riot across the country 

The vote in the Commons came on a motion 
to extend the orders-in-council which established 
these controls, unti] May 15th, Lacking this ac- 
dion, or agreement by the the 
orders would lapse at the end month 
leaving landlords and dealers free charge 
whatever they could get 

The extension of time was needed 
that legislation can be passed which will 
these orders 
applies until the middle of May, it was made on 
the clear understanding that the controls will 
be made statutory by that date. If the Common- 
ers had not intended to pass the legislation there 
‘was No reason why they should approve the ex- 
tension of the orders 

When the vote came, only 13 
House voted to let the orders lapse and the ten- 
ents and consumers take whatever might hap- 
pen to them. The plurality for extending the con- 
trols was 177. 

This is a rather inglorious wind-up to the 
campaign that has been waged by some news- 
papers and some members to pull down the whole 
contro] system and “let prices and wages find 
their proper level”—as the propagandists have 
pleasantly expressed the idea of letting rents and 
prices zoom to whatever altitudes they might be 
hoisted in the struggle between greed and scar- 
city.

Jasper Place Was Firs 


‘Community Leagues 
Formed 30 Years Ago 


The 30th anniversary of the formation of commun- 
fty leagues in Edmonton will be celebrated Saturday 
by the pioneer league at Jasper Place. It was on March 
8, 1917, that officers were elected and a consitiution 
adopted for the first community league in the city, organ- 
ized as the 143 Street District Community League. Only 
one of the original officers is still a resident of the city, 
H. P. Brown of the department of extension, University 


of Alberta, who played a prominent part in the league 
—_—.... 


and was its first secretary 

GEORGE M. HALL, then indust- 
wial commissioner of the city was 

sident. Others who were active 

the first few years of the league 
were the late R. D. Tighe, KC, J. 
H. Dallamore, Colin Case, Miss A 
D. Brown then principal of the 
Jasper Place Schoo! and the Rev 
1H. A. Alderwood, now Archdeacon 
of Ottawa who was rector of St 
John's Church now St. Paul's, Jas- 
per Place. 


Up until 1917 little had been done 
in Canada in the organization of 
communities for local and civic 
service and recourse had to be 
made to information from the Un- 
ited States. in Rochester, N.Y. and 
other cities a great deal had been 
done to foster community endeav- 
our and the social centre movement 
using the public school as com- 
munity centre had come into being. 
The objects were slated to be “the 
development of intelligent public 
Spirit through meetings in the 
public school building for the open 
presentation and free discussion of 
public questions, and for such other 
civic, social and recreational act- 
ivities as shal] promote the wel- 
fare of the neighborhood and give 
promise of common benefit.” 


THE FIRST meeting at Jasper 
Place was held in a two storey 
brick building which was then the 
school but subsequently became 
unsafe and was pulled down. There 
was a great deal of enthusiasm in 
the district and the league had 
many accomplishments to its credit 
in the first few years of its history 
Formed during the First World 
War there were many things to be 
done. Various relief funds and 
Red Cross campaigns were handled 
and in the greater production cam- 
paign vacant lots were put into 
gardens. The community also un- 
dertook to cultivate 15 acres of vac- 
ent land in Jasper Place which was 
seeded to grain following a suc- 
cessful tractor demonstration in 
which the land was ploughed with 
mo expense to the league 

Among the innovations, the lea- 
Bue undertook to arrange public 
meetings under its auspices for the 
presentation of issues in civic, pro- 
vincial and Dominion election cam- 
paigns and an awakening of inter- 
est resulted. 

RECREATIONAL interests in- 
cluded the provision of a commun- 
ity rink for skating and hockey 
the first of many such rinks to be 
made available to the children and 
young people of the city. Annual 
events included a field day on May 
24 the highlight of which was the 
crowning of the May Queen to an 
accompaniment of Maypole and 
other traditional Maytime dances. 

Some of the May queens of the 
early days are still in the city in- 
cluding Helen Staunton now Mrs. 
Elmer Stutchbury (1918); Dulcie 
Williams, now Mrs. F. A. Roth 
(1919), and Madeline Case, now 
Mrs. Jack McKenzie (1920), An- 
other featured event was the Fall 
Fair held annually on Labor Day. 
This originally grew out of the 
greater production campaign and 
consisted of competitions in gar- 
den produce, both vegetable and 
floral, poultry, cooking and can- 
ming, art and photography and 
handicrafts of various kinds. After 
a few successful years, the fair 
became one for the children only 
and served to emphasize the work 
of the school. 

THE LEAGUE at Jasper Place 
was the first to arrange with the 
city for a block of land for recreat- 
jonal purposes, 4 plan which was 
later extended to many of Ed- 
monton’s outlying districts. The 
wisdom of this plan is well exemp- 
lified in the case of Jasper Place 
where building development has 
been rapid in the past few years. 
The original block is still used and 
the community hall and rink are 
on this land which has been re- 
served for a permanent recreation 
ground, 

With the success of the pioneer 
feague, other leagues were formed 
until in 1921 ten were in existence 

* in various parts of the city, In

January of that year the Edmonton 
Federation of Community Leagues 
was formed to act for all of the 
leagues in matters of common in- 
terest and welfare 

NOW THERE are 26 community 
jleagues in Edmonton and the 
movement has programs beyond 
anything the pioneers who organ- 
|ized the first league had envisioned. 
|Many changes have taken place in 
| Jasper Place where the first com- 
j}munity league was formed and 
many of those connected with it 
130 years ago have passed on or 
have moved from the district and 
city. The officers of today are 
younger but just as progressive 
though the league's activities have 
changed with the changing times. 
At one time some doubt was ex- 
|pressed about the permanence of 
the movement in its early stages, 
but there is now no doubt that in 
Edmonton at least, the community 
league has become well-established 
and its possibilities for public good 
are as great as ever 

To celebrate the 30th anniversary 
of their league, members of the 
Jasper Place community will hold 
ja “gathering in the community 
jon Saturday. H. P. Brown will 
tell the story of the formation and 
history of the league and will show 


lantern slides depicting its acti- 
vities in its early stages. A mov- 
ing picture film of a May 24th 


celebration with the crowning of 
the May queen and Maypole dance 
will also be shown. Former resi- 
dents and others active in the work 
of the league in its early days are 
expected to be present as well as 
officers of the Federation of Com-
